HERE'S HOW TO MAKE

LONDON, Dec. 25.—(4)—The recipe 


has been issued as a kind of Christmas 
card by a well known London chef 
who still preserves the original card, 
now old and tattered. 

Dickens walked into a strand restau- 
rant seventy-five years ago about 
Christmas time, and ordered some hare 
soup for which the place had been 
famous for many years previously. He 
liked the soup so much that he reg- 
ularly went to the restaurant from 
then on. 

Here is the recipe: “ Skin a hare and 
put it on to roast. Whilst it is cook- 
ing, fry in the best English butter} 
two carrots, a head of celery, two 
onions, two ounces of raw ham, two 
bay leaves, two cloves, a blade of mace, 
four shallots, a little thyme and pars- 
ley. Fry all these to a brown color 
in a stew pan. When the hare has 
been roasting for an hour, remove the 
back fillets and pound the remainder 
in a mortar and add it to the vege-. 
tables. Add to this mixture a half 
pound of brown thickening which has 
been made with a pound of butter and 
sifted flour, and cook cver a slow fire.

MY CREED—A MESSACE FOR 

THE NEW YEAR 

ARTHUR BURRAGE FARWELL, 

Interdehominational church ) 

On my next birthday I shall be 75 years of age. 

For 57 years I have lived in Chicago or its suburbs. 

For $7 years I was a salesman in a wholesale house 


or on the road. During all these years whether 
in business or in civic work I have battled for the 


of my long years of experience there have emerged 
certain fundamental truths which I have adopted 
as my creed. I was asked to give them with some 
comments of a rather pérsonal character for the 
benefit of the younger generation whose ideals may 
still be in a state of formation. My creed contains 
four propositions. 
1. The greatest joy in life is the joy of service. 
We are told in the Bible that we cannot even 
give a cup of cold water without receiving a re- 
ward. Shakespeare tells us that “mercy is twice 
takes.”

and especiaily when he knows that service has 
been given with no thought of & reward except 
the consciousness of having done some good. 
Every TRinune Good Fellow who carried out yes- 
terday the spirit of the organization felt something 
of this joy about which I am writing. — 

I learned my lesson of the joy of service in the 
old th church mission which was organized 
in 1874 on 31st near Dearborn street The building 
Was owned by a bartender in Quinlan’'s saloon. 
Joseph and Philip Armour helped support the mis- 
sion and it was later known as Armour mission, 
having moved into the Armour building. . Joseph 
Armour gave $100,000 to found the miasion and 
Philip Armour gave in the millions. On one occa- 
sion Mr. Armour was complimented on how fine 
his mission was and his reply indicated how much 
the mission meant to him, “The mission is the 
best thing I’ve got,”’ he said. Philip Armour was 
one of the outstanding business men of the world 
ani yet the best he had, he said, was this mission. 
Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus, who was preacher at 
the Armour mission and president of the Armour 
institute, told me the Armour institute would not 
have been built had it not been for a little wood 
carving-class held in the basement of the Armour 
mission. The joy Philip Armour received by help- 
ing the needy in the mission expanded into his 
broader plans for the great technical] institute 
which has before it a still larger career of use- 
fulness. 

2. The greatest power in the world is the power 
of love. 

Those who are familiar with the Chicago Law 
and Order league and the Hyde Park Protective 
association might think I considered the greatest 
power in the world was a policeman's club and 
the strongest restraining power the crossbars of 
the jail. The best known verse in the Bible is 
John ili., 16: “ For God so loved thé world that He 
gave His only begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.” About the only definition of God 
we have is the one, “ God is love.” 

My experience in trying to help men tn Joliet 
by means of good literature has proven to me the 
power of love. I have spoken several times at 
the penitentiary and have distributed thousands of 
pages of reading matter. The picture of the 
monument to Greyfriar’s Bobby, a dog who lived 
thirteen years on the grave of his master, has 
touched the hearts of many. Other dog stories 
seem to have a fascination like N. 8. Bouton’s 
“ Dog Story,” Vest’s “Eulogy of the Dog.” That 
kindly poem, “‘ Let me live in a house beside of the 
road and be a friend to man,” always made its 
story entitled “A Mother’s Love.” The chaplain 
told me the prisoners would sometimes go to 
their cells and read the story to each other out 
loud. My message to mothers is that no matter 
how far away your boy or daughter have wan- 
dered from your counsels you may be sure 
the word mother will always pull on their heart- 
strings. If any boy or girl reads this I urge you
